Prom Our Own (orresponent,
New Yorx, April 19, 1870
A New CUrystal Pnluce.

For five years the Logislature of the State of
New York has been petitioved to grant a chartar
for the ercetion of a Crystal Palace in this clty,
and four times it has persisted in refusing. For
the fifth time the subject Is before the Legisla-
ture, proving that our business men are In earn-
oat In thelr intention to forestall Phlladelphia,
Chicago, Washington, and all other cities that
entertained a simllar purpose, The ldea is to
use the palace as the local habitation of a
World's Fair, and to retaln It when that purpose
is ended as a place of publie resort similar
te Bydenham Palace, London. Two reporta,
however, have galned round which are by no
means true. One is that Mr. A, T, Stewart Is
largely intereated in tho enterprise, and the other
is that the bullding Is to be erected In one of the
public parks of this city. Mr. Biewart hos
enough frons In the fire withont bothering him-
self with glass houses, and we have few enough
parks already to afford to lose one of them in
that way. The first Crysial Palace we had bere
brought about fifty milllons of dollars to the
merchants of New York—which was doing a |
fair business, at any rate, and if we have the new
one erected by 1873, that 13 as much as we hope
for. It is interesting to know, at any rate, that
the capital Isall ralsed, and that all that is now
waninog is the permission of the Logislnture.
